Robert Jo h n ­ 


son, at this preeinct refused to take 


a ballot because 
o f a blue pencil 


m ark on the back. 
The m ark was in 


the form of a cross. 
The m ark was 


seen by at least one other voter, who 


was in the booth at the time. This 


same colored man refused three oth­ 


er ballots from the hands of the in ­ 


spector before he found a good one. 


The game seemed to 
rattle the 


voter even if lie did not accept the 


bad ballots. 
It is also known that 


the inspector refused to let one voter 


unfold lii^ ballot when it w a s learned 


that he had folded the two constitu­

The inspector told the voter that he 


hail voted when as a m atter of fact 


Ihe b a l l o t s had not been out o f his 


hands.

The allied 
powers are absolutely agreed that 
the Turkish menace must be scotch­ 
ed. 
Promises are to be of no avail. 
> the overtures already made, Eng­ 
land, who by common consent is now 
acting as the spokesman, 
has 
re- 
ponded that only complete compli­ 
ance with the original ultimatum, will 
prevent serious reprisals. 
This ulti­ 
matum included: 
“Dismissal of all Germans from 
the military and naval service. 
“Withdrawal of all Turkish war­ 
ships from the Black Sea; dismant­ 
ling the cruisers Goeben and Bres­ 
lau, and their interment until the 
end of the war. 
“(’omplete and public apology by 
the Turkish government for the Hos­ 
tile acts of its warships; promise of 
adequate indemnity, and 
assurance 
that violations of neutrality hereto­ 
fore complained of would not lie re­ 
peated in the future.” 
There is not the slightest belief 
here that Turkey will yield to this 
extent. 
Her apology, previously ten­ 
dered and declined, represented the 
beliefs of the peace party in the Tur­ 
kish cabinet and the Turkish am- 
u&ssadors at Bordeaux and London. 
The latter officials realize that the 


allies are determined if the war finally 
ends, with them victorious that there 
shall be no more Turkey in Europe. 
While the decisive war measures 
wait on

changes, it is understood here that 
both England and Russia have al­ 
ready acted to carry the fighting di­ 
rectly to the 
Turks.
